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“s\Epantry, as the Spefater formerly obferv’d, is 

not confised to Learning only, tho’ it is commonly 
waderftord in that Senfe. The affected Fop, who ridi- 
cules the Collegiate, is Himfelf as proper an Object of 
Satire ; nor can the jufteft Purfuit, or the moft laudable 
Profeilion, if carry’d to Excefs, fhield a Man from the 
Imputation of this Folly. But of ail Sorts of Pedantry 
there is one, which, in my Opinion, far tranfcends the 
re(t, both as to the Abfurdities it leads Men into, and 
the pernic us Effects it often produces. I mean the 
Pedantry of Politickss which difcovers it felf, like other 
Kinds of Pedantry, in a-vain and formal Oftentation of 
Know'e ige, without any real Foundation; but as the 
Seboluftick Pedant can. only make Himielf ridiculous by an 
outward Shew and Grimace of Learning, the political 
Pedant rans the Hazard of ruining his Country, by an 
Affeftation of fhewing his Paris; for Treaties and Nego- 
tistions, in which the Intereft of a whole Peopie are con- 
cerned, are not to be trifled with like meer Points of 
Speculation, or Syfeims of Philofophy. 

Tne Freedom of our Conft'tution, and the true Inte- 
reit of this Nation, are Points fa obvioms and intelligi- 
ble, that a Man of the plaineft Underflanding may make 
Him‘elf a tolerable Mafler of them with a little Appli- 
cation and an honelt Drfpofition; yet what exorbitant 
Merit have fone Men arrogatcd to Themfelves -from a 
little fuperacial Knowledge of thele Affairs sand what in- 
finite Mifchief have They fometimes brought upon their 
Country by adogmatical Adherence to their own narrozw 
Ssfem 2—From a Want of trne Knowledge, and Saga 
city to difcover real Dangers, They are continually a- 
larming the Publick with fic?itions, or imaginary ones; 
and, like M.on blind Horfes, are aps to ftartle at every 
Oxjeét, which appears a little odd, or uncommon. This 
Spirit of political Peduntry hath been carried to an ex- 
travagant Height in foreer Reigzs; and, to fpesk very 
moderately. &ems to have loft no Ground amongft us, 
of fate. One Inftance, at leat, to whata Fitch of Ab- 
jerduy it can lead ¢-en fober and expsricnced Ferfons, 
in privite Lift, may be feen in the: following Lerter. 
which was written a Month or two ago, as appears by 
the Contents, though it happened not to reach my Hands 
till lat Week. However, the Novelty and Curtofity of 
the Matter contained in it will, I bcheve, fufficiently re 
commend it to the Reader, though the Occafion of it 
is fomewh-t antiquated and may, perhaps, be -lmoft for- 
getica. 1 have theefore ordered my Bovkitlier to print it.

Some Account of the Defigns of the Truftees 


for eftablifhing the Colony of GEORGIA 
in AMERICA. 


N America there are fertile Lands fufficient to 

fubfift all the ufele/s Po.r in England, and-diftreffed 
Protefants in Eurcpe; yet Thoufends flarve for Want of 
mere Suftenance. The Diffance makes it difficult to get 
thither. The fame Want, that renders Men ufelefs bere, 
prevents their paying their Paffage; and if others pay it 
for them, they become Servants, or rather Slaves for 
Years to thafe, who have defrayed that Charge. There- 
fore Money for Paffrge is neceffary, but is not the only 
Want ; for if the People were fet down in America, and 
the Land before thm, they muff cut down Trees, build 
Hujfes, fortify Towns, dig and fiw the Land before they 
can get in a Harveft, and "till then they muft be pro- 
vided with Food, and kept together, that they may be 
affifiant to each ether for their mutual Suppart and Pro- 
tection. 

The Romans efleemed the fending forth of Colonies among 
their nobleft Works; they obferved that Rome, as fhe in- 
creafed in Power and Empire, drew together fuch a Con- 
flux of People from all Parts, that fhe found berfelf 
vverburthened with their Number, and the Government 
brought under an Incapacity to provide for them, or keep 
them in Order. Neceffity, the Mother of Invention, fug- 
gefled to them an Expedient, which at once gave Eafe to the 
Copital, and increajed the Wealth and Number of indu- 
rious Citizens, 19 leffening the ufelefs and unruly Mal. 
titudes and by planting them in Colonies om the Frontiers 
of their Empire gave a mew Strength to the wholes and 
This they looked upen to be fo confiterable a Service to the 
CommonWealth, that they created peculiar Ofivers: fer 
the Efablifement of fuch Colonies, and the Expence twas 
delruyed wut of the publick Treasury.

From the His Masusty Raving taken into his. Confi-; 7 
Charter. deration the miferable Circumftances of many 
of his own poor Subjeéts, ready to perifh for 
Want; as likewife the Diftreffes of many Foreigners, 
who would take Refoge hete from Perfecution; and 
havifiga princely Regard to the great Danger the Sou- 
thern Frontiers of South-Carclina are expofed to, by 
Reafon of the fmall Number of white Inhabitants there, 
hath out of his fatherly Compaflion towards his Subjects 
been gracioufly pleafed to grant a Charter for incorpo. 
rating a Number of Gentlemen by the Name of Tne

ing, Sending over, and fupporting Colonies of the Poor, 
whether Subjeéts or Foreigners in Georcria. And 
his Majefty farther grants all his Lands between the Ri- 
vers Savanah and Alatamaba, which he ere&s into a 
Province by the Name of Grorcra, unto the Truflees 
in Truft for the Poor, and for the better Sopport of 
the Colony. At the Defire of the Gentlemen there are 
Claufes in the Charter reftraining them and their Suc- 
Ceffors from receiving any Salary, Fee, Perquifite, or 
Profit whatfoever by or from this Undertaking; ard 
alfo from —— any Grant of Lands within the faid 


Diftri& to themfelves, or in Truft for them, Thee 
are farther Claufes granting to the Tiuftecs, proper 
Powers for eftablifhing and governing the Colony, and 
Liverty of Canfcience to all, who fhall settle there. 


The Truftees intend te reliewe fuch unfortunate Perfons 
as cannot fubfift bere, and eftablif> them in an orderly 
Manner, fo as to forma well regulated Town. As far 
as their Fund goes they will defray the Charge of their 
Paffage to Georcia; give them Neceffaries, Cattle, 
Land and Sutfiftance, till fach Time as ibey can build 
their Houfes, and clear fore of their Land. They rely for 
Succefs, firft upon the Goodnefs of Providence, next upon 
the compaffionate Difpofiti:n of the Pecple of Englind; 
and they doubt not, that much will be jpared from Lux- 
ury, and fupcrflucus Expences by generous Tempers, when 
Juch an Opportunity is offered them by the giring of 
Twenty Pounds to provide for a Man or Woman, or tin 
Pounds a Child for ever. 

In Order to prevent the Benefactions given to th’s Pur- 
pofe from ever being mifapplied, and to keep up, as far as 
human Precaution can, the Spirit of Difintercfledne/s, 
the Trufters have eftablifbed the following Methed. That 
each Bencfatior may know that what be bas contributed 
is fafely lodged, and juftly accounted for, all Money gi- 
ven will be depofited inthe Bauk of England, and Extries 
made of every Benefadlion. in a Book to be kept for that 
Purpofe, by the Trujiees, with the Bencfrftors Naines, or, 
if conceal'd,, the Names of thofe, by whife Hinds thy 
fent their Money. There are to be annual Accountso -# 
the Money receiv’d, and biwo the fame bas leer dsp? 
of, laid before the Lord High Chancellor, the Lod (b f 
Fufice of the King’s-Bench, the Mafter of the Rol. tie 
Lord Chief Fuftice of tke Common-Pleas and the lord 





Chief Bar» of the Exchequer, or two of them. and 
printed Copies of the faid Accounts wil. be trinfmittes te 
every confidercble Benefaftor. 

By fach a Colony many Familie, eho would otherwife 
farve, will be provided for, and made Mafters of Hoxjes 
and Lands; the People in Great-Britain, to whem thefe 
ueceffitous Families were a Burthen, will bs relieved; 
Numbers of Manufacturers will be bere employed for fup- 
plying them with Cloaths, work'ng Tool', and ot ver. Nee 
ceffaries; and by giving Refuze to the diftreffed Saltz>ur- 
ghers and other perfecuted Protettants, the Power of Bri- 
tain, as a Reward for its Hofpitality, cvill be encreafed by 
the Addition of fo many religious and induffrious Subje@.. 

The Colony of Georcia, lying about the fame Luti- 
tude with Part of China, Perfia, Palefline, and the Ma- 
deras, it is bighty probable, that wicn hereafter it foall 
be well peopled, and rightly cultivated, England may be 
Supplied from thence with raw Silk, Wine, Oil, Dies, 
Druge, and many other Materials fr Manufadures, 
which fe is obliged to purchafe from Southern Countries. 
As Tetons are eftablifeed, and grow pipulous along the RP 
vers Savanah and Alatamaha, they will make fuch a Bar- 
rier as will render the Southern Frontier of the Britith 
Colonies on the Continent of America, fafe from Indian 
and other Enemies. 

All human Affairs are fo fubje& to Chance that there 
is xo anfcvering for Events + yet from Reafin and the Na- 
ture of Things it may be concluded, that the Riches, and 
alfa the Number of Inhabitants in Great-Britain will be 
increafed by importing at a cheap Ratz from this new 
Colony the Materials requifite for carrying on in Britain 
Several Manufaétures: For our ManufaAurers will be ex 
couraged to marry and multiply, when they find themfelves 
in Circumftances to provide for their Families, which mat 
neceffarily be the happy Effect of the Increafe and Cheap- 
nefs of the Materials of thofe Manufafures, which at 
prefemt we purcbafe with our Money fren: foreign Cout- 
tries at dear Rates; aud alfo many People will find Em- 
ployment bere, on Account of fuch farther Demands by the 
People of this Colony for thofe Manufattures, which are 
made from the Produce of our own Country, cnd, as bas 
beem juftly obfere’d, the People will always abound, where 
there is full Employment for them.
